CORN EARWORN continues problem on various crops in several areas. Qutbreak on 
soybeans in several areas of Maryland. Remains heavy on soybeans on Eastern Shore 
of Virginia. (pp. 733-734). TOMATO FRUITWORM heavy on commercial tomatoes in 
Alabama. (p. 739). 


FALL ARMYWORM damaged small grains in Kansas and Texas, also alfalfa and grasses 
in Oklahoma. ALFALFA CATERPILLAR caused some damage to alfalfa in New Mexico. 
(pp. 735-736). 


BOLLWORMS serious in northern Alabama; late cotton damaged in west Tennessee, 
Heavy in several areas of Texas. (p. 738). 


HORN FLY heavy in several areas of Oklahoma. HOUSE FLY severe in commercial 
poultry house im Florida. (p. 743).

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WEATHER OF THE WEEK ENDING SEPTEMBER 15 


HIGHLIGHTS: Summer lingered in the West as a touch of autumn spread over the 
Fast. Rains were widely scattered and mostly light except in the southern High 
Plains of Texas and in coastal New England. 


PRECIPITATION: Light rains fell over the Atlantic Coastal States early in the 


week. The rains were heavier along the coastal portions of New England with totals 


up to 4 inches in Maine as Hurricane Gerda moved northeastward along the coast. 
Showers continued from the central and southern Rockies to Texas in the warm 
moist air which moved northward around the western edge of a High. This was the 
4th consecutive week with generous thundershowers in Texas. The extremely moist 
tropical air spread into Arizona and southern California with light showers and 
thunderstorms occurring on several days. A few snowflakes were seen at Sault Ste. 
Marie late Wednesday night and scattered thundershowers developed in the central 
Great Plains from eastern Nebraska to southern Illinois. Norfolk, Nebraska, 
registered 1.13 inches but most stations received less than an inch, 


TEMPERATURE: 
with maximums mostly in the 80's and 90's. Several stations in Washington and 
western Montana registered maximums in the 90's at midweek. Summer heat also 
continued in the interior valleys of California. Red Bluff recorded 102° on 
Tuesday and 103° on Wednesday. At numerous desert stations, the mercury soared to 
above 110°. It reached 114° at Thermal and Palm Springs, California, on Tuesday. 
Southerly winds on the western side of a High carried warm moist air across Texas 
to the central Rockies and a northerly flow brought a touch of autumn far south- 
ward over the eastern part of the Nation. Birmingham, Alabama, registered 48° on 


Warm Summer weather and widespread sunshine lingered in the Northwest 


Thursday morning. Summer temperatures continued in Florida. A strong cooling trend | 
late in the week dropped temperatures sharply in Montana with subfreezing minimums — 


becoming general in the western valleys by Monday morning, September 15. Weekly 
averages, however, were 6° to 10° warmer than normal. A warming trend in the East 
produced mild weather by Sunday. The sunny skies and warm temperatures were 
general over the East by the weekend but weekly averages were below normal. A 
large area from the Ohio River to the Gulf of Mexico averaged 6° to 10° cooler 
than normal. (Summary supplied by Environmental Data Service, ESSA.)

| SPECIAL INSECTS OF REGIONAL SIGNIFICANCE 


'ARMYWORM (Pseudaletia unipuncta) - VIRGINIA - Over 1,000 moths, mostly newly 
emerged, collected night of September 7 on Eastern Shore. Much of newly seeded 
rye could be heavily infested next week or so. (Hofmaster). INDIANA - Adults in 
-placklight traps August 30 to September 5 half as numerous as previous week in 
southwest district; increased by at least twice in other \districts: South-central 
4,852, east-central 2,982, and northwest 1,287. (Huber). WISCONSIN - Blacklight 
trap collections indicate some potential for infestation still present. (Wis. 

Ins. Sur.). NEBRASKA - Occasional larva in corn in northeastern Gage County. 
(McClure). 


ASTER LEAFHOPPER (Macrosteles fascifrons) - COLORADO - Adults averaged 4 per 20 
square feet in Pueblo and Otero County lettuce. (Burchett). 


CORN EARWORM (Heliothis zea) - WISCONSIN - In less than 5 percent of ears of late 
sweet corn in Southern Sheboygan and southern Fond du Lac Counties. (Wis. Ins. 
Sur.). INDIANA - Adult catches in blacklight traps August 30 to September 5 

showed increase over previous week especially in south-central district. Southwest 
82, south-central 222, east-central 20, northwest 20. (Huber). Except for 
occaSional fields, larvae present in only small percentage of ears in southern 
districts. (Meyer). NEW JERSEY - Collected 55 adults in blacklight trap on 
September 7 at New Market, Middlesex County. (Ins.-Dis. Newsltr.). DELAWARE - 
Adults remain heavy in blacklight trap collections throughout State; larvae very 
numerous on late-planted lima beans and soybeans. (Burbutis, Kelsey). MARYLAND - 
Outbreak of larvae in many soybean fields in Wicomico and Dorchester Counties. 
|Moths averaged 74+ for period September 3-9 at Hurlock, Dorchester County, light 
trap. Soybeans in Queen Annes, Kent, and Talbot Counties ranged 0-60 percent 
infested; fields on lower Eastern Shore ranged 0-90 percent. Beans planted after 
'wheat and barley heaviest hit throughout Eastern Shore. Outbreak numbers defoliated 
70 percent of 12 acres of sweetpotatoes near Salisbury; considered unusual for 
Sweetpotatoes. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). VIRGINIA - Larvae decreasing at Holland, 
Nansemond County. Larvae 7 per 100 sweeps at Tidewater Experiment Station. (Smith, 
Hendrick). Scarce, averaged 1 per 100 sweeps, at Charlotte Courthouse, Charlotte 
County. (Hendrick). Severe infestation spotted on late-planted silage corn in 
Campbell County. (Ketner, Jones, Sept. 3). Moth collections still high on Eastern 
Shore. Larvae as high as 15 per row foot destroyed several soybean fields. Number 
of insecticides apparently applied. (Hofmaster). Averaged 8 per 100 Sweeps in 
Charlotte County. (Hendrick). SOUTH CAROLINA - Primary soybean pest in State and 
increasing. (Thomas, Sept. 10). GEORGIA - Damaging soybean pods in Pike County. 
(Tippins). Damaging pods in northern areas. (Nolan). ALABAMA - Larvae heavy on 
late corn in northern areas; ranged 1-3 on most ears in Morgan County, ears 
damaged. (Rutledge). Controls required in several grain sorghum fields in Conecuh 
County. (Huggins). Late instars, about 6 per square yard, on serecia lespedeza 

at Auburn, Lee County; some migration to soybeans across road. (Patterson et al.). 
-H. zea and other foliage feeders increased in central, west, and southwest areas. 
ii zea, 1 per 3 row feet, in many soybean fields in Marengo County. In 2 small 
Lee County areas destroyed 10-95 percent of pods on outside rows. Migrating 

across road to soybeans. (Miller et al.). First to third instars damaged half of 
buds on 3,300 chrysanthemum plants at nursery at Birmingham, Jefferson County. 
(Smith). MISSISSIPPI - H. zea and H. virescens larvae per row foot, 2 on early 
-and 2 on-late soybeans in Tunica County; 13 percent H. virescens. (Sartor). 


TENNESSEE - H. zea heavy in soybean fields over most of State with extremely heavy 
damage to many Iate-planted fields in western areas. Pod damage in some late 
fields estimated as high as 65-75 percent. Controls applied. Control inadequate 
in some cases due to heavy foliage. (Locke et al.). Damaging snap beans in Rhea 
County; controls applied. (Williams). ARKANSAS - Continues primary pest of soy- 
beans. Heaviest since 1964. Control unsatisfactory in many cases, partly due to 
high numbers. Many growers feel insecticides less effective than in past years. 
(Boyer). OKLAHOMA - Light to occasionally moderate on soybeans in Wagoner, 
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Muskogee, Sequoyah, Haskell, Tulsa, and Le Flore Counties. Pod damage light in 
most fields. Ranged 3-15 per 10 sweeps of Muskogee and Sequoyah County alfalfa. 
(Okla. Coop. Sur.). TEXAS - Heavy on Liberty County soybeans. (Tiller). Heavy on 
peanuts in Parker, Fannin, and Grayson Counties. (Turney). NEW MEXICO - Larvae per 
25 sweeps ranged 8-43 in 6 alfalfa fields in southern Dona Ana County. 

(Nielsen). COLORADO - Larval infestations variable, 10-70 (average 45) percent 

on corn in Arkansas Valley. Damage light. (Burchett). NEBRASKA - Very light, 6 
larvae collected in 44 Dawson County cornfields; 30 ears sampled per field. Third 
instar to full-grown. (Keith et al.). 


GREENBUG (Schizaphis graminum) - KANSAS - In planted wheat in Morton County and 
fall-seeded rye in various western areas. One per 100 sorghum plants in Thomas 
County. (Simpson). COLORADO - Infested all sorghum fields checked in Prowers, 
Bent, Otero, Crowley, and Pueblo Counties. Averaged less than 100 per plant. In 
many fields, 75-90 percent parasitized by small wasp. (Burchett). 


POTATO LEAFHOPPER (Empoasca fabae) - WISCONSIN - Averages ranged 3-5 per sweep in 
southwestern areas; Slowly increasing. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). 


SPOTTED ALFALFA APHID (Therioaphis maculata) - OKLAHOMA - Averaged 1,200 per 10 
sweeps of alfalfa in Muskogee County and 115 per 10 sweeps in Sequoyah County. 
(Okla. Coop. Sur.). COLORADO - Continues to increase in Arkansas Valley; ranged 
0-2,500 per 100 sweeps. Serious threat to new stands of alfalfa. (Burchett). 


TOBACCO BUDWORM (Heliothis virescens) - MISSISSIPPI - Larvae averaged 1 per row 
foot on early soybeans in Monroe County. (Sartor). 


CORN, SORGHUM, SUGARCANE 


EUROPEAN CORN BORER (Ostrinia nubilalis) - WISCONSIN - Infested 0-15 percent of 
ears of late sweet corn in southern Sheboygan and southern Fond du Lac Counties. 
This prevalent species and corn earworm and Spodoptera frugiperda (fall armyworm) 
seriously damaged 44-84 percent of treated sweet corn in Southwestern area. Lower 
in Rock County but increased to 20-40 percent in Dane and Columbia Counties. 

(Wis. Ins. Sur.). OHIO - Mostly fourth and fifth instars in average of 30 percent 
of ears in southwest area. Infested 50 percent of ears in at least one cornfield 
each in Pike, Ross, and Fayette Counties and 75 percent or higher in at least one 
field each in Clark, Greene, Warren, and Clinton Counties. Heaviest, 2-3 borers 
per stalk, in Clinton County field. (Richter). INDIANA - Second-generation larvae, 
middle and late instars dominant, found by plant dissection in 75 percent of plants 
examined in southern districts. Infested plants averaged from 2 (southeast 
district) to 3 larvae per plant. (Meyer). Adults in blacklight trap collections 
for week ending September 5 negligible except in southwest district with 1,550. 
(Huber). KANSAS - Damaged Crawford County corn. (Simpson). 


FALL ARMYWORM (Spodoptera frugiperda) - MARYLAND - Defoliated 64 percent of 66 
acres of field corn near Woodsboro, Frederick County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 
WISCONSIN - Third instar to full-grown larvae on late sweet corn in 2-15 percent 

of ears in south-central Fond du Lac County and 5-55 percent of ears in southern 
Sheboygan County. Some pupation begun. Damaged replanted corn in Green County 

with few scattered infestations in Dane and Rock Counties. Nearly all plants 
infested in one case. Field heavily infested last week recovered well. (Wis. Ins. 
Sur.). NEBRASKA - Light, 15 larvae in 44 Dawson County cornfields; 30 ears examined 
per field. Larvae half to full-grown. (Keith et al.). KANSAS - Occasional full- 
grown larva on corn in Sherman, Thomas, and Wallace Counties. (Simpson). OKLAHOMA - 
Still moderate to heavy on western area late sorghum. Averaged 6 per head in 

Custer County; averaged 5 per 10 heads in Tulsa County. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


SORGHUM WEBWORM (Celama sorghiella) - KANSAS - Damaged Crawford County sorghum. 
(Simpson). OKLAHOMA - Moderate on late sorghum in Payne County. Occasional larva 
and adult in Tulsa County. (Okla. Coop. Sur.).

WESTERN BEAN CUTWORM (Loxagrotis albicosta) - NEBRASKA - Larvae 1-9 per ear on 
about 28 percent of ears in 44 Dawson County cornfields; 30 ears sampled per 
field. Loss of grain for Dawson County estimated at 0.92 percent. (Keith et al.). 
KANSAS - In every cornfield examined in Thomas, Sherman, and Wallace Counties. 
Light, 4-8 infested ears per 100 plants, in most cases. Larvae 1-4 per ear on 

45 percent of ears in late fields in Sherman County. Light in Wichita and Finney 
Counties. Sherman, Wallace, and Wichita Counties are new county records. 
(Simpson). 


NORTHERN CORN ROOTWORM (Diabrotica longicornis) - MARYLAND - Adults collected by 
B. Davis along edge of cornfield at Baltimore Corner, Caroline County, September 
5. Determined by J.L. Hellman. This is new county record. Ten percent of corn 
lodged in 10 acres near Woodsboro, Frederick County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). OHIO - 
Lodged cornfields not common, but severe where present. Percent lodging in 
isolated fields by county: Pike and Scioto 50, Highland and Athens 75. (Richter). 
INDIANA - Blacklight trap collections of adults still high in northwest district 
week ending September 5 (220), and relatively so in east-central (69). (Huber). 


SORGHUM MIDGE (Contarinia sorghicola) - CALIFORNIA - Infested grain sorghum at 
Redding, Shasta County. This iS new county record. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). OKLAHOMA - 
Heavy on Tillman County late sorghum. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


CORN ROOT APHID (Anuraphis maidiradicis) - NEW JERSEY - Collected from field corn 
roots near Blawenburg, Somerset County, August 8. This is a new host record for 
State. (Race). 


BANKS GRASS MITE (Oligonychus pratensis) - TEXAS - Moderate to heavy in isolated 
grain sorghum fields of Pecos and Reeves Counties. Control difficult. (Neeb, 


Sept. 5). 


TWO-SPOTTED SPIDER MITE (Tetranychus urticae) - COLORADO - Ranged light to moderate 
throughout State on corn. Occasional controls necessary. (Burchett et al.). 


SMALL GRAINS 


FALL ARMYWORM (Spodoptera frugiperda) - KANSAS - Damage moderate to severe to 
volunteer and planted wheat in many western and central areas. Treatments applied 
in some southwestern areas. (Simpson). OKLAHOMA - Heavy to very heavy on volunteer 
and early planted small grains in north-central, northwest, panhandle, and west- 
central areas. Scattered heavy infestations in southwest and south-central areas. 
Larvae 10-20 per square foot in many fields; as high as 60 per Square foot in 
Custer County. Completely destroyed rye and wheat crops in several areas. (Okla. 
Coop. Sur.). TEXAS - Infested oats in Kent County. Completly destroyed small 
Oatfield. Heavy on small grains in other High Plains counties. Some control 
mecessary. (Geeslin, Clymer). 


WHITE GRUBS (Phyllophaga spp.) - NEBRASKA - Ranged 2-11 per square yard in 230 
acres of summer fallow land near Arnold, Custer County. Controls planned before 
wheat planting. (Keith, Skinner). 


‘TURF, PASTURES, RANGELAND 


FALL ARMYWORM (Spodoptera frugiperda) - ALABAMA - Damaged some Coastal Bermuda 
grass fields in several counties including Bibb, Marengo, Dallas, Conecuh, and 
Mobile. Some fields destroyed in Mobile County where populations extremely heavy. 
‘(Odom et al.). MISSOURI - All instars in Howell County. Some pastures defoliated. 
Controls applied. (Munson, Hanning). OKLAHOMA - Heavy; damage severe on Custer 
‘County lawns. Moderate to heavy on Washita County grass. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


‘SOD WEBWORMS (Crambus spp.) - WEST VIRGINIA - Moderate to heavy damage in many 
‘lawns throughout Kanawha Valley in Kanawha, Putnam, and Cabell Counties. (W. Va. 
iIns, Sur.). 
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TWO-LINED SPITTLEBUG (Prosapia bicincta) - ALABAMA - Heavy on centipede grass 
lawns in areas of Tillman Corner and Cypress Shores Community of Mobile County. 
Nymphs and adults increased on Bermuda grass and other lawns in Lee and Macon 
Counties. (Seibels et al.). 


A MEALYBUG (Heterococcus sp.) - ARIZONA - Increasing in Bermuda grass seed fields 
at Yuma, Yuma County. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). 


FORAGE LEGUMES 


ALFALFA CATERPILLAR (Colias eurytheme) - NEVADA - Averaged 1 per sweep in Mason 

and Smith Valley alfalfa fields. (Martinelli). WYOMING - Ranged 0-3 per 10 sweeps 

of Platte and Goshen County alfalfa. (Parshall). COLORADO - Larvae ranged 10- 
1,800 per 100 sweeps. Highest in Bent and Prowers Counties; damage in many 
alfalfa fields in Crowley and Otero Counties. (Burchett). NEW MEXICO - Heavy 

flights in most uncut alfalfa in Chaves and Eddy Counties. Larvae causing 

extensive foliage damage. (Mathews). TEXAS - Larval averages ranged 30-40 per 

25 sweeps in isolated alfalfa fields in Pecos County. (Neeb, Sept. 5). 

WISCONSIN - Adults still active. Larvae increasing slowly, averaged 5 per 10 

Sweeps, in southern counties. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). 


BEET ARMYWORM (Spodoptera exigua) - NEVADA - Averaged 4 per sweep in several 
Lovelock, Pershing County, alfalfa fields. (Martinelli). NEW MEXICO - Averaged 3 
to 27 larvae per 25 sweeps in 6 alfalfa fields checked in southern Dona Ana 
County. (Nielsen). 


FALL ARMYWORM (Spodoptera frugiperda) - TEXAS - Heavy and widespread on forage 
crops throughout Madison County. (Neeb). OKLAHOMA - Generally heavy in northwest 
area alfalfa. Destroyed some newly planted fields. Moderate to heavy in scattered 
areas of south-central, west-central, and north-central counties. Ranged 1-10 per 
10 sweeps in Le Flore, Muskogee, and Sequoyah Counties. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


NOCTUID MOTHS - VIRGINIA - Plathypena scabra (green cloverworm) larvae averaged 
53 per 100 sweeps in Charlotte County. (Hendrick). OKLAHOMA - P. scabra larvae 
averaged per 10 sweeps of alfalfa by county: Muskogee 150, Le Flore 50, and 
Sequoyah 18. Trichoplusia ni (cabbage looper) larvae ranged 8-10 per plant on 
Garfield County mung beans. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


PEA APHID (Acyrthosiphon pisum) - NEVADA - Varied 2-10 per sweep in Douglas and 
Lyon County alfalfa. (Martinelli). WYOMING - Light, 0-33 per 10 sweeps, in Platte 
and Goshen County alfalfa. (Parshall). WISCONSIN - Generally increasing on alfalfa. | 
Increased from 100 to 500 per sweep at one Rock County location. Averaged about 
10 per sweep in Rock, Iowa, Grant, Dane, and Columbia Counties. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). 
OHIO - Much lower in southwestern area; generally 100-200 per 10 sweeps. Alfalfa 
still green with only trace of yellowing. (Richter). MARYLAND - Continues to 
increase in central areas. Heaviest near Woodsboro, Frederick County; ranged 
18-150 per sweep in 20 acres of alfalfa. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.).

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ALFALFA WEEVIL (Hypera postica) - COLORADO - Larvae ranged 0-500 per 100 sweeps 
on alfalfa in Arkansas Valley. Very little damage. (Burchett). 


MEXICAN BEAN BEETLE (Epilachna varivestis) - INDIANA - Occasional, widely separated 
fields in southeast district Showed heavy feeding. Up to 10 adults per sweep taken 
in alfalfa field adjacent to soybean field no longer suitable for feeding in 
Jennings County, and 4-6 adults per square foot of lawn near similar soybean field 
in Ripley County. Feeding on clover growing in shortly cropped lawns. Adults in 
flight numerous enough to cause comment in village near field, and to stain 
clothing hung to dry. (Meyer). 


ALFALFA PLANT BUG (Adelphocoris lineolatus) - WYOMING - Adults 0-9 per 10 sweeps 
of Platte and Goshen County alfalfa. (Parshall). 
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LYGUS BUGS (Lygus spp.) - OREGON - Adults averaged 3 per sweep in early bloom 
alfalfa near Medford, Jackson County, on September 10. (Westcott, Horning). 
COLORADO - Ranged O-800 per 100 sweeps of alfalfa in all areas of Arkansas Valley. 
(Burchett). 


GARDEN FLEAHOPPER (Halticus bracteatus) - WISCONSIN - Up to 25 per sweep in few 
southern Dane County alfalfa fields. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). 


THREE-CORNERED ALFALFA HOPPER (Spissistilus festinus) - OKLAHOMA - Ranged 10-30 
per 10 sweeps of Sequoyah and Le Flore County alfalfa. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


DIFFERENTIAL GRASSHOPPER (Melanoplus differentialis) - VIRGINIA - Moderate on 
Augusta County alfalfa. (Eaton). 


FIELD CRICKETS (Gryllus spp.) - NORTH DAKOTA - Up to 10 per square foot evident 
in some alfalfa, flax Stubble, and field margins in Cass and Richland Counties. 
(Brandvik). 


TWO-SPOTTED SPIDER MITE (Tetranychus urticae) - IDAHO - Killing seed heads on 
18 acres of alfalfa at Nampa, Canyon County. (Homan). 


SOYBEANS 


GREEN CLOVERWORM (Plathypena scabra) - VIRGINIA - Larvae ranged 12-15 per 100 
sweeps at Holland, Nansemond County; no economic damage. (Smith, Hendrick). 
Averaged 19 per 100 sweeps at Charlotte Courthouse, Charlotte County. (Hendrick). 
KANSAS - Damaged soybeans in Crawford County. (Simpson). OKLAHOMA - Ranged 3-14 
per 10 sweeps in Wagoner, Muskogee, Sequoyah, Haskell, Tulsa, and Le Flore 
Counties. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


BEET ARMYWORM (Spodoptera exigua) - SOUTH CAROLINA - Increasing slightly; however, 
no economic damage at present in soybeans. (Thomas, Sept. 10). MISSISSIPPI - 
Averaged 1 larva per row foot on soybeans with half-filled pods in Washington 
County. Late soybeans in Tunica County averaged 2 larvae per row foot, and late 
soybeans in Monroe County averaged less than 1 larva per row foot. (Sartor). 
OKLAHOMA - Moderate to heavy at Gore, Sequoyah County, and at Webbers Falls, 
Muskogee County. Ranged 5-27 per 10 sweeps. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


VELVETBEAN CATERPILLAR (Anticarsia gemmatalis) - ALABAMA - Larvae heavy on 

soybeans at Fairhope in Baldwin County about September 5. Controls applied. Larvae 
heavy in mixed populations with other loopers in many fields in Montgomery, 
Autauga, Dallas, and surrounding counties. Controls applied to 20 percent of fieids 
in this central and western area. (Campbell et al.). OKLAHOMA - Averaged 10 per 10 
sweeps at Choska and Redbird, Wagoner County. Light to absent in other locations, 
(@klas Coop. Sur). 


FALL ARMYWORM (Spodoptera frugiperda) - TEXAS - Heavy in Brazos and Burleson 
Counties. Some control necessary. (Morgan). 


SALT-MARSH CATERPILLAR (Estigmene acrea) - MISSISSIPPI - Heavy damage in Washington 
and Tunica Counties. (Sartor).

LESSER CORNSTALK BORER (Elasmopalpus lignosellus) - FLORIDA - Larvae severely 
infested 40 acres of peanuts at Sparr, Marion County. (Rowan, Sept. 5). TEXAS - 
Heavy on Fannin, Grayson, and Denton County peanuts. (Turney). OKLAHOMA - 
Damage ranged 10-20 percent on peanuts in Hughes County. Moderate in Bryan 
County. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 
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NOCTUID MOTHS - OKLAHOMA - Feltia subterranea (granulate cutworm) defoliation 
moderate on peanuts in Hughes County. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). TEXAS - Spodoptera 
frugiperda (fall armyworm) larvae heavy on peanuts and other crops in Hill and 
Other central area counties. (Hoermann, Sept. 5). 


COTTON 


BOLL WEEVIL (Anthonomus grandis) - TEXAS - Scattered and light to heavy in 
Glasscock County. Punctured 5-15 percent of squares in southeastern Martin 
County. Heavy; punctured 5-9 percent of squares in Childress, Hall, Donley, 
Wilbarger, and Stonewall Counties. Punctured 10-25 percent of Squares in 
Wichita, Jones, Hardeman, and Mitchell Counties. Punctured 1-10 percent of 
squares in Haskell, Noland, and Knox Counties. (Neeb, Boring, Sept. 5). Currently 
heavy in Cottle, Wilbarger, Stonewall, Childress, Donley, Hall, Collingsworth, 
Fisher, and Baylor Counties. In one field in Stonewall County, counts of 6,816 
per acre damaged 62 percent of squares and 63 percent of bolls. Punctured 30-72 
percent of squares in heavily infested fields. Moderate in Knox, Young, and 
Wichita Counties, Light in western Fisher and in Nolan Counties. Controls 
applied in several Rolling Plains counties. Punctured 3-20 percent of squares 

in eastern Midland County. Punctured 4-25 percent of Glasscock County squares; 
controls reduced numbers. Diapause control program in Martin County initiated. 
(Green). OKLAHOMA - In all of few Squares remaining and in small bolls in Wagoner 
County field. Still heavy in some southwest and west-central counties (square 
damage ranged 40-100 percent). (Okla. Coop. Sur.). TENNESSEE - Continues to 
migrate to north into rank cotton in western areas. (Locke). ALABAMA - Weevil 
activity important only on late cotton and more succulent areas of older fields. 
Overlapping generations occurring statewide; emerging adults migrating to other 
Suitable parts of fields or to other fields, possibly many entering hibernation. 
Emergence occurring from opening bolls as well as squares. (McQueen). 


BOLLWORMS (Heliothis spp.) - ALABAMA - All instars numerous; ranged 5-50 per 100 
stalks; in Squares, bolls, and leaf feeding in many fields. Heavier and more 
damaging populations appear to be developing in central areas; serious problem in 
northern areas. (Gilliland et al.). MISSISSIPPI - Infestation 5 percent in 5 
fields in Tunica County and 8 percent in 4 fields in Lee County. (Sartor). 
TENNESSEE - Still causing severe injury to late cotton in western areas. (Locke). 
ARKANSAS - Principal pests of cotton now; problem declining as cotton matures. 
Moths present and egg deposition heavy in many fields. Young larvae failing to 
become established on maturing cotton. (Boyer, Wall). OKLAHOMA - H. zea damage 
highest, 20 percent, in Greer County field. Moderate in Bryan County. Damage 
averaged 50 percent in Wagoner County field, generally light in other fields and 
in Muskogee and Sequoyah Counties. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). TEXAS - Week ending 
September 5,H. zea and H. virescens percent infestation (and percent damage) 
ranged by county: Pecos and Reeves 2-8 (2-12), Glasscock 7-10 (4-8), El Paso 
6-15 (10-40), Midland 3-25 (5-40). Moderate to heavy in Wilbarger, Donley, 
Childress, Hall, and Knox Counties. AS many as 25 larvae on 100 plants and half 
of squares damaged in heavily infested fields. Currently H. zea and H. virescens 
heavy in Wilbarger, Stonewall, Cottle, Donley, Hall, Childress, and Baylor 
Counties. Moderate in Knox, Wichita, Haskell, and Collingsworth Counties. Light 
in Nolan and Fisher Counties. Percent infestation (and percent damage) ranged by 
county: Pecos and Reeves 2-10 (3-20), Midland 3-8 (5-15), Glasscock 1-2. (Boring, 
Neeb). ARIZONA - H. zea moderate in few fields in Marana area, Pima County. (Ariz. 
Coop. Sur.). ao a 


CABBAGE LOOPER (Trichoplusia ni) - ALABAMA - More widespread throughout State than 
most years, Natural occurring virus and fungus diseases occurred in all areas 

and reduced populations. Surviving larvae and adults repopulated. Many spots in 

a 60-acre field of late cotton at Hugo in Marengo County defoliated. (Yates et 
al.). OKLAHOMA - Light to moderate, 0-4 per plant, in Wagoner County. Light at 
Webbers Falls, Muskogee County. Heavy in Caddo County. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). TEXAS - 
Moderate to heavy in El Paso, Reeves, Pecos, Knox, and Mitchell Counties. (Neeb, 
Boring, Sept. 5). 
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BEET ARMYWORM (Spodoptera exigua) - TEXAS - Light in Reeves and El Paso Counties. 
(Neeb, Sept. 5). OKLAHOMA - Defoliation heavy at Gore, Sequoyah County. Light to 
moderate in Muskogee County. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


COTTON LEAF PERFORATOR (Bucculatrix thurberiella) - TEXAS - In fields surveyed in 
Bakersfield and Coyanosa cotton-producing areas of Pecos County, larval counts 
3-5 and 406 per leaf. Damage light to moderate. Light to medium in Reeves County. 
Control necessary in heavily infested areas of Pecos County. Some damage near 
Crockett, Houston County. (Neeb, Thomas, Sept. 5). Currently light to heavy in 
Reeves County. Light in isolated Midland County fields. Light to moderate in 
Pecos County, except for heavy infestations in isolated fields at Coyanosa, 
Controls applied in heavily infested areas of Pecos and Reeves Counties. (Neeb). 
ARIZONA - Treatments continue in fields held for top crop at Yuma, Yuma County. 
Light on 60 acres in western Pinal County. Defoliation of 2 fields in Liberty 
area and heavy damage in some fields in Buckeye area, Maricopa County. (Ariz. 
Coop SUL). 


COTTON FLEAHOPPER (Pseudatomoscelis seriatus) - TEXAS - Ranged 5-25 per 100 
terminals in Midland and-Glasscock Counties. Infestations 20-60 percent per 100 
terminals in Wichita, Childress, and Jones Counties. (Neeb, Boring, Sept. 5). 


TOBACCO 


GRASSHOPPERS - OHIO - Destroyed 10-15 percent of each tobacco leaf in some 
southern fields. Ranged 1-3 per plant; mostly Melanoplus differentialis. (Richter). 


SUGARBEETS 


SUGAR-BEET ROOT MAGGOT (Tetanops myopaeformis) - IDAHO - Larvae collected June 6 
and 13 in Power County (CEIR 19(35):684) constitute new county record. Pest also 
reported for first time in Bannock, Caribou, Gooding, and Madison Counties 

during 1969 season. (Peay). NORTH DAKOTA - Maggots stopped feeding at 7 to ll-inch 
levels in sugarbeet fields in Walsh and Pembina Counties. Lesions on beet roots 
healing. Digging of beets underway. (Kaatz). 


POTATOES, TOMATOES, PEPPERS 


TOMATO FRUITWORM (Heliothis zea) - ALABAMA - All instars medium to heavy in most 
commercial tomatoes in 2,000 to 3,000 acres on Chandler Mountain in St. Clair 
County where controls previously excellent. Rains and too widely spaced 
insecticide applications along with recent heavy moth flights provided opportunity 
for heavy buildup. (Leeper et al.). 


NOCTUID MOTHS - MICHIGAN - Trichoplusia ni (cabbage looper) still active but at 
slower rate than in 1968. On September 4, larvae 4 per foot of potato row in 
Monroe County field. (Janes, Newman, Sept. 8). DELAWARE - T. ni larvae abundant 
on peppers in Kent and Sussex Counties. (Burbutis, Kelsey). OREGON - Larger 
larvae of Spodoptera exigua (beet armyworm) damaging tomatoes in Medford, Jackson 
County, area September 2-5. About 2 larvae per plant. Patches of amaranthus and 
pigweed found in fields with unusually high populations of smaller larvae. 
(Larson). 


EUROPEAN CORN BORER (Ostrinia nubilalis) - WEST VIRGINIA - Causing much damage to 
sweet pepper plants and vegetable plants in Wetzel County. (W. Va. Ins. Sur.). 


POTATO TUBERWORM (Phthorimaea operculella) - MICHIGAN - Infestation found August 
28 on potatoes in Monroe County eliminated. (Janes, Newman, Sept. 8). OHIO - 
Troublesome in northwestern area for about a month, especially to young green- 
house tomato plants. Currently heavy on Lorain County potatoes. (Sleesman, 
Miller). VIRGINIA - Some heavy infestations on fall potatoes on Eastern Shore. 
(Hofmaster). 
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BEANS AND PEAS 


MEXICAN BEAN BEETLE (Epilachna varivestis) - ARIZONA - Adults and larvae active 
in few Pinto bean fields in Kansas Settlement area, Cochise County. Larvae 
feeding inside some developing beans. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). 


CABBAGE LOOPER (Trichoplusia ni) - DELAWARE - Larvae abundant on lima beans in 
Kent and Sussex Counties. (Burbutis, Kelsey). 


COLE CROPS 


CABBAGE LOOPER (Trichoplusia ni) - VIRGINIA - In spite of widespread virus 
activity and decreased light trap collections past 2 weeks on Eastern Shore, 100+ 
moths collected night of September 7. Indicates continued problems due to much 
virus-free new foliage. (Hofmaster). 


VEGETABLE WEEVIL (Listroderes costirostris obliquus) - TENNESSEE - Damaging 


commercial turnips in Unicoi County. (Williams).

BEET ARMYWORM (Spodoptera exigua) - CALIFORNIA - Damage by this and Prodenia 
praefica (western yellow-striped armyworm) medium to watermelon fruit at Manteca, 
San Joaquin County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.).

CABBAGE LOOPER (Trichoplusia ni) - COLORADO - Larvae increased in Arkansas Valley. 
Infested lettuce plants ranged 3-40 (average 20) percent. (Burchett).

APPLE MAGGOT (Rhagoletis pomonella) - MICHIGAN - Still active and egg laying, but 
numbers light in southwestern area to Grand Traverse area. Weekend rains almost 
certain to bring flush of activity. (Thompson, Sept. 8). WISCONSIN - Flight 
continues; damage heavy in unsprayed orchards; most maggots in Rock County about 
third grown. Highest catch, 10 on apple and 8 in cup, at Antigo, Langlade County. 
Gis). ins), Sur.) « 


PEAR PSYLLA (Psylla pyricola) - OREGON - Abundant in Willamette Valley orchards, 
particularly where early Season sprays omitted. All stages present. (Every). 


TWO-SPOTTED SPIDER MITE (Tetranychus urticae) - COLORADO - Overwintering forms 
appearing in apple and pear orchards, Most feeding injury over for season. (Bulla). 


WALNUT CATERPILLAR (Datana integerrima) - WISCONSIN - Larvae half to full grown; 
began migrating. Damaged nearly all walnut trees in southern counties; completely 
defoliated about a third. Infested Door County hickory trees. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). 


HICKORY SHUCKWORM (Laspeyresia caryana) - TEXAS - Light to moderate at Garden City, 
Glasscock County. (Neeb). 


PECAN WEEVIL (Curculio caryae) - TEXAS - Light to moderate at Garden City, 
Glasscock County. Generally infested pecans in north-central counties, (Neeb, 
Turney). OKLAHOMA - Averaged 3 adults per pecan cluster in Washita County. Heavy 
in Payne and Cleveland Counties; moderate in Garvin County. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


WALNUT HUSK FLY (Rhagoletis completa) - UTAH - Moderate in English and black 
walnuts in Weber County. (Knowlton, Sept. 9). 


CITRUS 


Citrus Insect Situation in Florida - End of August - CITRUS RUST MITE (Phyllo- 
coptruta Oleivora) infested 69 (norm 50) percent Of groves; economic in 54 

(norm 33) percent, Still in high range and much above normal despite August 
decrease. Will infest fruit more heavily than foliage. Little change predicted 
until late September when increase expected. Highest districts south, west, cen- 
tral, and north. TEXAS CITRUS MITE (Eutetranychus banksi) in 22 (norm 23) percent 
of groves; economic in 7 (norm 9) percent. At normal low level for this date; will 
continue to decrease. Gradual increase expected in October, Highest district east. 
CITRUS RED MITE (Panonychus citri) in 30 (norm 28) percent of groves; economic in 
14 (norm 12) percent. Near normal and low. Further decrease expected through 
September, followed by gradual increase in October. Highest district north. GLOVER 
SCALE (Lepidosaphes gloverii) in 43 (norm 44) percent of groves; economic in 10 
(norm 8) percent. Decreased; currently at normal low level. Little change 
expected. Highest districts north and west. PURPLE SCALE (L. beckii) in 27 (norm 
44) percent of groves; economic in 2 (norm 2) percent. Below normal; will remain 
at very low level, Highest district north, CHAFF SCALE (Parlatoria pergandii) 

in 37 (norm 34) percent of groves; economic in 4 (norm 3) percent. Normal and low; 
little change expected. Highest district north. YELLOW SCALE (Aonidiella citrina) 
in 46 (norm 43) percent of groves; economic in 8 (norm 7) percent. Near normal and 
low except in north district which is in high range. Slight increase expected. 
BLACK SCALE (Saissetia oleae) in 64 (norm 57) percent of groves; economic in 44 
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(norm 36) percent, Decreasing but probably will remain in high range through mid- 
September, Late summer brood of crawlers evident on leaves. Most of these will 

die; survivors will not be threat until 1970. Highest districts central and south, 
An ARMORED SCALE (Unaspis citri) in 20 percent of groves; moderate to heavy in 9 
percent, Increased; greater than in prior months, Further increase expected, 
WHITEFLY adults in 87 percent of groves; abundant eggs deposited on new flush. 
Larval forms currently at normal moderate level but expected to increase in October 
MEALYBUGS decreased to low level normal for end of August. (W.A, Simanton, (Citrus 
Expt. Sta., Lake Alfred)).

CRANBERRY GIRDLER (Crambus topiarius) - NEW JERSEY - Damage to cranberries showing 
up in some widely scattered areaS; damage not serious. (Ins.-Dis. Newsltr.).

County. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). 


A PIT SCALE (Asterolecanium arabidis) - CALIFORNIA - Heavy on Japanese pittosporum 
shrubs at Hanford, Kings County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


CALIFORNIA RED SCALE (Aonidiella aurantii) - CALIFORNIA - Heavy on euonymus at 
Cutler, Tulare County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


COTTON APHID (Aphis gossypii) - FLORIDA - Adults infested 300 of 3,000 chrysan- 
themum plants at Jacksonvitie, Duval County. (King). 


AZALEA LACE BUG (Stephanitis pyrioides) - FLORIDA - Nymphs and adults infested 
250 of 500 azaleas in nursery at Limona, Hillsborough County. (Simmons, Sept. 5).

NANTUCKET PINE TIP MOTH (Rhyacionia frustrana) - FLORIDA - Larvae and pupae of 
this and possibly another Species of Rhyacionia heavy in 140 acres of 2-year-old 
loblolly pine near Chiefland, Levy County.

Wilkinson, Sept. 4). 


ELM LEAF BEETLE (Pyrrhalta luteola) - TEXAS - Heavy at Borger, Hutchinson County. 
(Burke, Sept. 5). W MEXICO — Serious on Lea County elms. (Gilstrap). WYOMING - 
Damage heavy to elms at Wheatland, Platte County. (Spackman, Lloyd). 


CHRYSOMELID BEETLES - NEVADA - Disonycha alternata defoliation heavy on willows in 
areas of Washoe Valley, Washoe County. (Adams, Bechtel). OKLAHOMA - Calligrapha 
scalaris (elm calligrapha) heavy on American elm in Osage County. (OKIa. Coop. 
Sur.). 


MIMOSA WEBWORM (Homadaula anisocentra) - PENNSYLVANIA - On mimosa in Bucks County 
September 1. Collected and determined by Simons. (Gesell). This is a new county 
record, (PPC). 
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ELM CASEBEARER (Coleophora limosipennella) - OHIO - Ranged 2-3 per leaf in block 
of English elm in Lake County. (Walker). 


A LEAFHOPPER (Alebra albostriella) - CALIFORNIA - Adults heavy on American elms 
at Mt. View Cemetery, Oakland, Alameda County. First record of damage. This is 
first evidence of pest since specimen collected many years ago in Yosemite 
National Park, Mariposa County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


AN OAK KERMES SCALE (Kermes pubescens) - OHIO - Crawlers active on Franklin County 
scarlet oak, (Richter). 


A PLANT BUG (Tropidosteptes vittifrons) - UTAH - Extensive spotting of ash leaves 
throughout Cache County, at Ogden, Weber County, and throughout parts of Salt 
Lake County. Determined by H,H, Knight. (Roberts, Sept. 9). 


MAN AND ANIMALS 


HORN FLY (Haematobia irritans) - WYOMING - Averages of 90 and 69 per head on 2 
Platte County herds. (Parshall). OKLAHOMA - Ranged 500-1,500 per head in Sequoyah 
County and 100-150 per head in Payne County. Heavy in Mayes and Garvin Counties, 
Moderate in Cleveland County. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). TEXAS - Moderate on cattle and 
sheep in Crockett County. (Neeb). MARYLAND - As high as 125 per head in herd of 
48 Holsteins near Woodsboro, Frederick County. (U, Md., Ent. Dept.). 


STABLE FLY (Stomoxys-calcitrans) - OKLAHOMA - Averaged 2 per head on untreated 
dairy cows in Payne County. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


FACE FLY (Musca autumnalis) - CALIFORNIA - Marked upsurge with first fall rain 
first week of September. Warm days and nights without moisture did not favor 
reproduction, Still time for heavy buildup of overwintering flies. Over 8,000 
predaceous staphylinid beetles and 10,000 nematode-infested face fly pupae 
released from coast in Humboldt County to high mountains in Modoc County on 
Nevada State line, (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


HOUSE FLY (Musca domestica) - FLORIDA - Severe, 89 larvae per 10 square inches, 
in droppings in caged poultry operation involving 30,000 birds at Macclenny, 
Baker County. (Strayer, Sept. 4). OKLAHOMA - Ranged 7-10 per Scudder grid in 
untreated barns in Payne County. Numbers entering homes increasing in some areas, 
(Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


MOSQUITOES - UTAH - Mostly Aedes dorsalis extremely numerous at Locomotive Springs, 
Box Elder County. Numerous at Snowville, especially in areas near Deep Creek. 
(Knowlton, Sept. 9). MINNESOTA - Females in 16 light traps at Minneapolis and 
St. Paul dropped from 3,432 week ending August 29 to 2,264 week ending September 
5. Aedes vexans dominant in trap and bite collections, Two samples of A. vexans 
eggs Showed 83 and 81 percent hatch; diapause begun. Coquillettidia perturbans in 
second to fourth instar; majority in third. Heavy mortality of Coquillettidia 
larvae expected due to low water level. (Minn, Pest Rpt.). MICHIGAN - Culex 
ipiens breeding in great numbers (3-4,000 larvae per enamel dipper) in Sewage 
Fagcun near Brighton, Livingston County. Similar situation in other sewage 
lagoons in State. (Shinkle, Sept. 8). 


HORSE FLIES (Tabanus spp.) - OKLAHOMA - Up to 2 T. sulcifrons and 1 T, atratus per 
head in Payne County. T. sulcifrons still common in Cherokee County. (Okla. Coop. 
Sur.). 


SCREW-WORM (Cochliomyia hominivorax) - Total of 2 cases reported in U.S, September 
7-13 as follows: ZONA - Pima County 2, Total of 221 laboratory-confirmed 
cases reported in portion of Barrier Zone in Republic of Mexico August 31 to 
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September 6 as follows: Baja California 2, Sonora 120, Chihuahua 89, Coahuila 1, 
Nuevo Leon 2, Tamaulipas 7. Total of 24 cases reported in Mexico south of Barrier 
Zone, Barrier Zone is area where eradication operation underway to prevent 
establishment of self-sustaining population in U,S, Sterile screw-worm flies 
released: Texas 17,888,000; New Mexico 4,860,000; Arizona 10,920,000; California 
700,000; Mexico 84,690,000. (Anim, Health Div.). 


GIANT HORNET (Vespa crabo germana) - VIRGINIA - Adults collected at Gloucester 
County residence, Stinging people, Determined by J.M, Amos, (Kinder, Sept. 3). 


EAR TICK (Otobius megnini) - OKLAHOMA - Averaged 2 per ear in treated cattle at 
Vian, Sequoyah County.

- NEW MEXICO - Male of L. unicolor collected 
in household at Jal, Lea County, by J.J. Durkin June 30, 1969. This is a new 
State record, Female of L. arizonica collected in household at Carlsbad, Eddy 
County, by R. Marek July 3. Both determined by W. Ivie. (N.M, Coop. Rpt.). 
TENNESSEE - L. reclusa (brown recluse spider) male collected in Decatur County 


home by D.T, Jennings October 25, 1968, for a new county record. (Jennings).

BROWN-BANDED COCKROACH (Supella supellectilium) - MINNESOTA - Infested 2 house- 
holds at Rochester, Olmsted County. Control difficult. (Minn, Pest Rpt.). This is 
a new county record, (PPC). 


STORED PRODUCTS 


CONFUSED FLOUR BEETLE (Tribolium confusum) - TEXAS - In stored grain in building 
near Seymour, Baylor County. (Boring). 


FEDERAL AND STATE PLANT PROTECTION PROGRAMS 


GRASSHOPPERS - MISSOURI - Mostly Melanoplus spp. heavy, 4-18 per square yard, on 
alfalfa, red clover, and pastures in southeastern and south-central areas, 
Severely damaged some pastures in dry areas. (Munson, Hanning). WISCONSIN - 
Melanoplus femurrubrum numerous, nearly all mature, in sandy areas. Some 

minimal feeding in margins of cornfields. (Wis. Ins. Sur.). ; 


JAPANESE BEETLE (Popillia japonica) - KENTUCKY - Adults light in traps at air- 
port at Stanton, Powell County, for a new county record, Collected by T.B, 
Greenlee September 3. (PPC). 


PINK BOLLWORM (Pectinophora gossypiella) - CALIFORNIA - Two native moths trapped 
September 8 and 12 between Bakersfield and Panama for first recovery in Kern 
County since 1967, Intensive trapping and boll-collecting survey underway to 
determine if established, Beginning immediately, sterile moths will be released 

4 days per week over 5,000 acres in area of catch. Sterile releases: Coachella 
Valley 130,600, Borrego 275,000, and Kern 42,500. (PPC). NEVADA - Increased 
abruptly in Moapa Valley, Clark County; catch of 154 native moths September 

4-10, Nine larvae collected in blossoms, (Nev. Coop. Rpt.). ARIZONA - Averaged 
2.9 per 100 bolls in 388 fields week ending September 6. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). 

NEW MEXICO - Adults increased past 10 days in hexalure traps in southern Dona Ana 
County; infested 4 and 12 percent of green bolls in 2 fields where traps located. 
Adults began increasing in 2 of 6 fields where hexalure traps set in southern 
Eddy County; infested 12 and 60 percent of green bolls in these 2 fields. (N.M, 
Coop. Rpt.). TEXAS - Catch of 17,024 September 6-12 in blacklight trap at Waco, 
McLennan County. (PPC). Infested 0-2 percent of green bolls in isolated fields in 
Reeves County; 33 males in 20 hexalure traps in this county, Activity light in 
Midland County. (Neeb). 
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A WHITE-FRINGED BEETLE (Graphognathus leucoloma striatus) - GEORGIA - Adults 
medium on weeds on road Shoulder at Meigs, Mitchell County, for a new county 
record, Collected by G. Galbreath September 2. Determined by R,E, Warner. (PPC). 


HAWAII INSECT REPORT 


New State Record - Specimens of an ERIOPHYID MITE (Eriophyes gardeniella) inter- 
cepted at Honolulu, Oahu, by H. Shirakawa March 23, 1962, on gardenia flowers 
destined for out of State. Determined by H,H. Keifer. (Shiroma). 


General Vegetables - HEMISPHERICAL SCALE (Saissetia coffeae) heavy in 0.25 acre 
of bittermelon at Anahola, Kauai. (Ikehara). One or two Larvae of CABBAGE WEBWORM 
(Hellula rogatalis) in 90 percent of terminals of mature daikon and mustard 
cabbage at Koko Head, Oahu. Infestation regressively less in younger plantings; 
infested 10 percent of unthinned, inch-high seedlings. (Suzukawa, Funasaki). 
TOMATO BUG (Cyrtopeltis modestus) light, one nymph or adult per leaf, on long 
Squash at Pear ity, Oahu. (Funasaki, Tsuda). GREEN PEACH APHID (Myzus persicae) 
medium in 5,000-square foot planting of long eggplant at Pearl City, Oahu, 
Numerous adults and nymphs of a LADY BEETLE (Coelophora inaequalis) amid infes- 
tation, (Kawamura). 


Fruits and Nuts - COCONUT SCALE (Aspidiotus destructor) heavy on older banana 
leaves at Pearl City, Oahu, On upper surface of leaves and fruits on more severely 
affected plants, Nymphs and adults of a LADY BEETLE (Lindorus lophanthae) abun- 
dant. (Kawamura). Specimens of SPIREA APHID (Aphis spiraecola) collected from 
young apple leaves at Kona, Hawaii Island, by S. Matayoshi December 5, 1965. 
Determined by L.M. Russell, This constitutes a new host and island record, 
Previously reported from leaves of citrus and Osteomeles anthyllidifolia on Maui. 
(Shiroma). 


Man and Animals - Catch of 184 Aedes vexans nocturnus and 2,414 Culex pipiens 
quinquefasciatus from 52 light traps on Oahu in August. Aedes catches per trap 
up to high of 135 at Makakilo. Culex catches up to high of 491 at Waipio. (Mosq. 
Contr, Br., Dept. of Health). 


Beneficial Insects - MELASTOMA BORER (Selca brunella) larval damage moderate to 
foliage and blossoms of Pterolepis glomerata, a Shrubby weed, at Pupukea, Oahu, 
at 1,700 feet elevation. Introduced from Malaysia in 1964 to aid control of 
Indian rhododendron (Melastoma malabathricum) . Released on Hawaii and Kauai but 
not on Oahu. (Davis). 


Miscellaneous Pests - GIANT AFRICAN SNAIL (Achatina fulica) collection of 430 
snails destroyed at Poipu and of 3 at Wahiawa, Kauai, in August. On Hawaii, second 
aerial bait application on about 50 acres at Kahaluu (North Kona District) where 
adults heavy. (Yoshioka, Sugawa). 
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
